Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnescia ;

Sgcrton 1, The trustees of Plymonth Congregational
Charch Society, of Minneapolis, shall consiat of three, instead Thres Trustes.
of nine persong, as provided in the organization of said
Society ; Provided, That said Society may at any annual
meeting increase the number of its Trustees to five, and
arrange the clasgification of its Trustees ; Provided, That no
Trustee shall be elected for a longer term than three years.
Sec. 9. The act of said-Society at its annual meeting in
the year eighteen hundred and fifty-nine, in reducing the Actugmﬂﬂw-"
number of its Trustees to three, and the election and classi-
fication of such Trustees, is hereby confirmed, and the acts
of such Trustees shall be as valid ag if done by a full Board
of nine.
Sec. 3. This Act shall take effect from and after its pasa-

age.
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
